THE GUINNESS SOC*: TROPHY 


IN SEARCH OF NEW GOALS 


by Graham Kelly, Secretary of the Football League. 


This year, Soccer 6, 
the indoor game The 
Football League 
developed after 
extensive research, 
arrives in the north west 
for the very first time. 
With the help of our 
friends from Guinness 
Brewing, this competi- 
tion will be the biggest 
and most prestigious indoor tournament ever staged 
in this country Record prize money of £70,000 will 
be at stake, ensuring total commitment from the 
teams taking part. 

Previously, the League has staged a number of 
similar tournaments at the National Exhibition 
Centre in Birmingham and Wembley Arena. Indeed, 
Soccer 6 received a tremendous reception when it 
was first unveiled to the British public in 1982. This 
had followed extensive market research 
commissioned by The League after we recognised 
the massive potential for indoor football. A cross- 
section of fans were asked what they wanted from 
the small-sided game. We also researched the 
various forms of indoor football being played 
throughout the world, particularly the North 
American version which was experiencing a 
phenomenal growth in the U.S.A. The results 
convinced The League that six-a-side soccer played 
in an enclosed arena has a much brighter future 
than the traditional but rather restrictive five-a-side 
game. Soccer 6 has subsequently been described by 
one well-known sports journalist as, “having as 
much to do with five-a-sides as Dolly Parton has 
with the Flat Earth Society”. 

As Iam sure you will find out today, Soccer 6 is 
a fast and thrilling soccer spectacle which combines 
the best characteristics of the outdoor game with 
the furious pace and high technique of the small- 
sided version. It should be stressed, however, that 
the League does not see Soccer 6 as an alernative to 
the outdoor game. Indeed, it is being developed very 
carefully to complement rather than compete with 
outdoor competitions. 

In some ways, however, Soccer 6 does require a 
different approach. Coaches have to consider new 
playing formations and techniques—whether to 
play 2-1-2 or 2-2-1 for instance. Free flow 
substitutions must be mastered if this new facility 
is to be used to its best advantage. Rebounds from 
the boards provide another interesting facet of the 
game, particularly for goalkeepers who find 





themselves with an additional ‘angle’ to contend 
with. 

The marketing of indoor football also requires a 
new approach. The game can be presented in an 
entirely different way in what is guaranteed to be a 
warm, dry environment. Additional forms of 
entertainment which are often impractical outdoors 
can be arranged, special effects can be introduced, 
and side-shows and merchandising stands can 
supplement the action in the playing arena. And 
this is how The League see Soccer 6 developing. 
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The International aa at ite NEC. in Birmingham venue for previous Soccer 6 
tournaments, and venue for a future indoor ‘Super Bow!? 

The immediate future for Soccer 6 can certainly 
be viewed with optimism. The 1986 Guinness 
Soccer 6 Championships will provide us with an 
opportunity to introduce this pioneering form of 
football to the north west, but it is‘hoped that the 
tournament will be the forerunner to a much bigger 
competition next season. The newly-developed G- 
Mex Centre, together with the N.E.C. and Wembley 
Arena, could provide the venues for a co-ordinated 
national competition climaxing in an indoor ‘Super 
Bowl’. 

It is particularly appropriate to be considering 
the development of the small-sided game at the 
present time because FI.FA., the world governing 
body, recently staged their own indoor tournament. 
But, with The Football League and our counterparts 
in the United States ahead of the field jn the 
development of the six-a-side game, wiic knows, 
perhaps we will once again show the r2._ uf the 
world the way forward!

THE GAME 


Sin Bins, Power Play and no Offsides 


Soccer 6 retains all the virtues of the outdoor 
game-—but there are some differences. As the 
name suggests, there are six players per side, 
although all the teams operate with squads of ten. 
After watching Soccer 6 for only a short time you 
will appreciate why so many substitutes are 
required. The perimeter boards and plexiglass 
keep the ball in play much more, and the close 
proximity of opponents significantly raises the 
pace so that players can hardly be expected to last 
the whole match. The enclosed arena also 
enables the ball to be played above head height 
and so Soccer 6 resembles the outdoor game more 
closely than traditional five-a-side. 

Offside has been dispensed with because of 
the shortened playing area. But as long as a team 
remains at full strength, they must have one 
player in the opposition’s half of the field within 
five seconds of the game being started or re- 
started. This ensures that teams do not pack their 
own half to protect a lead and it stretches out over 
a greater area. If an infringement occurs, the last 
player to stray across the half way line is sent to 
the sin bin. 

The sin bin is another Soccer 6 innovation. 
Discipline is just as essential as in the outdoor 
game, but punishment must be instant. 
Suspension in a subsequent match is of no 
benefit to the team against whom the offence was 
committed. Players are sent to the sin bin if they 
are guilty of committing a cautionable offence or 
are guilty of deliberately delaying the game. The 
usual sin bin penalty is two minutes. 

The six-on-the-pitch and ten-in-the-squad 
set-up is a manager’s dream — or even nightmare. 
When the team members are level, play is 


beautifully balanced. But, as in ice hockey, as 
soon as somebody is in the sin bin, the 
shorthanded team have to try to withstand a 
power-play. This is a continuous burst of 
sustained aggression when the full strength team 
try to take advantage of their extra man. 


The use of substitutes, except to replace sin 
bin offenders, is unlimited. The shrewd manager 
has so many options. Players can be on and off the 
field two or three times in the same match, and 
the ball does not even have to go out of play. 


Goals can only be scored from the area 
between the goal lines and the red and white lines 
which are marked some ten yards into each half. 
Clearances out of defence must not cross the area 
between the two red and white lines without 
either touching the floor or another player. So, _ 
moves have to be built-up and constructive play is 
assured. ; 


Corners are taken in Soccer 6 in the usual way, 
but there are no goal kicks. Goalkeepers throw 
the ball out from within their own penalty areas. 
There are no throw-ins either. Instead, play is 
resumed with a place-kick from the broken line 
running alongside the barriers. 


In front of the built-in goals are the 
goalkeepers’ areas which are restricted to the 
defending goalkeepers only. 


_The referee is not expected to cope with all 
this on his own. A touch judge helps him keep 
control of the game and a record keeper operates 
the clock and keeps the score. Time 1s suspende 
when the game is stopped to ensure: that the ball 
is in play for a full fifteen minutes. 7 Ac end of 
each half is signalled by a klaxon.

Like many innovations, Soccer 6 sometimes has to use its own language. Just in case you may be 
puzzled by the experts, here are some examples of Soccer 6 ‘speech’. . . 


Scoring Zone 
The area between the red/white lines and the goal line. 


Goalkeepers’ area 


The hatched area immediately in front of each goal, which is 
restricted to goalkeepers only. 


Touch-kick 
The place kick used instead of a throw-in. 


Goalkeepers’ throw 


The method of returning the ball into play instead of a goal kick. 


Two-minute penalty 


The punishment imposed on an offending player instead of a 
caution, and served in the ‘sin bin’. 


Three-line infringement 


When the ball is played across both red/white lines and the half- 


way line without touching the playing surface or another player. 


Sixth-man infringement 


When 4 team fails to retain at least one player in the opponents’ 
half within five seconds of the kick-off. {Only applies when a 
team has all six players on the field). 


Delay infringement 


In addition to the usual cautionable offences, a player guilty of 
time-wasting is liable to a two minute penalty in the sin bin.
